IL iii boleti made evident that sometime 
before congo-** adjourns it will consider 
the question of providing relief for school 
system s In distress 
all over the United 
States. Apparently, 
leaders of educators' 
groups are preparing 
to turn loose the 
tremendous pressure of the country's teach- 
* rs on cong! .*--men who show hesitancy in 
approving federal relief for public education. 


There Is a principle involved 
however, 
that will not be dissolved by refusal to con­ 
sider It—th*- principle that public education 
Is a responsibility of the state. Efforts to 
nationalize school systems have not been 
Successful in the past. They will be met 
with strong opposition even though made 
under the excuse of getting needed relief for 
a public activity that baa suffered heavily 
during the depression. 


As a sample of whst may be expected 
when congressmen begin to talk about dis­ 
tributing federal money among school sys­ 
tems unable to pay their teachers and main­ 
tain normal functions, Die following quota­ 
tions from The Baltimore Evening Sun are 
presented. After describing efforts under­ 
taken to force federal relief. Tho Sun says: 


“T he enormous strength of this propagate 
d a can be imagined. What, then, Is Its aim? 
Why, to compel states such aa Maryland, 
which have Inn-banded their resouri es and 
are still paying their bills, to put up money 
to run schools In such places as Alabama, 
Arkansite and Chicago, which ran hog wild 
to the good years and are now bankrupt. 
. . . Because many states allowed fancy poli­ 
tical pedagogues to squander tens and hun 
d m ls of millions in educational clap trap de­ 
signed to enhance the prestige of the teach­ 
er^ rather than educate the pupil, Maryland. 
which has kept out most of that stuff. Is to 
Le taxed.” 


This may be an exaggeration of the case, 
but It k a representative point of view. 
T here are two things to consider in the 
present condition of public education. First, 
Ie federal aid essential to preserve school 
aystam s In distress? Second, lf federal aid la 
essential, can It be given without sacrifice 
of state control over public education? De­ 
spite ardent attem pts to nationalize public 
education, opposition to It la strong. W hat­ 
ever to done to relieve education—if any­ 
thing Im done—will be preceded by a lively 
debate on matter* that are usually quips­ 
ters.

Once paid out, tiles© new funds, 
w hatever their form—whether new notes, 
gold certificates, or simply a government de­ 
posit in the federal reserve banks—flows to 
th© reserves of the commercial banks. Here 
they provide th© base for a loan and de­ 
posit expansion of four to ten time* their 
own magnitude:
